Doctor: 
I shall be very glad 
to learn the details of your experi­ 
ence in your former home. 
But 
we cannot 
condemn any 
work 
when we do not know the nature 
of the case, and all the trying cir­ 
cumstances under which 
it was 
done. 
Our code nf ethics forbids 
us to do this. 
It would be well 
for you to bring in the children, 
where I can give yeu the best ad­ 
vice of which I am capable. 


There are certain fundamental 
principles which underlie our work 
and it is sometimes difficult 
to 
follow 
them 
out, 
owing 
to 
the 
sensitiveness of the teeth of the 
little one, the difficulty of applying 
an anaesthetic, local or general, 
and the nature of the child. 
So 
we sometimes do what is known 
is a temporary expedient, cutting 
out a cavity just enough to get 
retention for a medicated cement, 
which oftentimes relieves the pain, 
and lasts quite a while 


supposed to be a permanent oper­ 
ation. 
This is done in order not to 
frighten the child, for sometimes 
the shock of a severe operation 
so imbeds itself in a child’s brain 
that the fear of the dentist lasts 
for years.

the dentist's fault. 
I postponed 
the work as long as possible, o' •- 
ing' to lack of funds, until the 
condition of the teeth was such 
that it was very difficult to do 
first class operations. 


Doctor:

tions almost every day. 
The par­ 
ents pay little attention 
to the 
milder sufferings of the child, but 1°°^ 
when it comes to the point where 
the 
parents suffer for 
want *of 
sleep, when 
Johnny 
cries for a 
night or two, they bring the little 
fellow in forthwith. 
I remember j 
a, case where a dear little girl 
about five years old was brought 
! to me after she had suffered two 
I sleepless nights and kept Grandma 
awake. 
I scolded Grandma (she 
never came back) and told her she 
should watch the little g irl’s teeth 
like a hawk, look in her mouth at 
least once a month, and in the 
meantime to teach her to brush 
her teeth, the upper ones down 
and the lower ones up. 
The cross­ 
wise habit is hard to break. Grand­ 
ma said she did not have 
time. 
How 
long 
do 
you 
suppose 
it 
but is not w °u ld take Grandma to examine 
the little g irl’s teeth. 
Ju st sixty 
seconds. 
Baby teeth are so white 
that little pinhead cavities can be 
spotted in a. minute. 
To fill these 
pinhead cavities is easy for the 
child and a pleasant task for the 
dentist. 
It is wise to bring the 
child about three years of age, 
one year after all the temporary 
( 


teeth have erupted. 
Things can 
happen in a year. 
The fee for 
these small cavities would at least 
be no larger than the fee for ex­ 
tracting the tooth with an anaes­ 
thetic. 
And the tooth would not 
be lost. 
Parents are quite con­ 
cerned about the baby cutting its 
teeth, after that the parent usual­ 
ly pays no attention 
for years 
until the child complains of dis­ 
comfort. 
Perhaps they are looked 
at once a year.

Doctor: 
Also there is another 
side to this question of extracting 
the baby teeth, especially the mo­ 
lars. 
The permanent six year mo­ 
lars have a tendency to drift into 
the space formerly occupied 
by 
the baby teeth, closing 
up this 
space, leaving no room for the bi­ 
cuspids which come in from eight 
to ten years of age, thus adding to 
the cause of crooked teeth. 
The 
remedy for this is to place space 
retainers, holding the space open 
for the bicuspids to erupt later 
on. W e have not touched upon the 
subject of mouth breathing 
due 
sometimes to enlarged tonsils and 
adenoids nor to thumb sucking arrl 
lip biting 
and too much bubble 
gum and candy. 
But bring in the 
children and we will have a good

permanent molars, one of which

lar may have had an exposed pulp. 
He has two cavities in his upper 
front teeth.

Mother: 
I did not know he had 
any cavities there where they do 
not show.

l a r g e cav­ 
ity in the side of an upper molar. 
The few fillings he has are of good 
quality and for years if attended 
to, he need not lose any more 
teeth. 
The 
little 
girl 
has 
lost 
her four first permanent molars, 
and her second molars are coming 
in early, as she is now only eleven 
years old. 
They have drifted for­ 
ward and are twisted in the arch, 
producing an imperfect bite upon 
these teeth. 
The rest of the teeth 
seem to be perfect. 
W ith proper 
treatment no more teeth need be 
lost for years.

FACTS OF LIFE ON CAPITOL HILL 
In askin g n ow for on ly part of the $16,500,000,000 
in n ew taxes he wan ts, Presid en t Truman seems to 
be acceptin g the hard facts of life on Capitol Hill. 
Con gression al tax lead ers have mad e it clear that 
$8 billion to $10 billion is the most the presid en t is 
likely to get in the mon ths ahead . Mr. Truman ’s tax 
message settled on the latter figure. 
He hasn ’t aban d on ed his overall goal, however, 
an d plan s to request more taxes later. Possibly he is 
coun tin g on the pain ful logic of appropriation s for d e­ 
fen se to con vin ce the lawmakers they must d o still 
more. 
Con gress may d rag its feet for man y weeks on a 
n ew tax bill, but ultimately it will un d oubted ly ap­ 
prove a measure close to the presid en t’s figure. The 
altern ative is too grim even for a politician to con ­ 
template. For taxation is ackn owled ged on all sid es 
to be on e of the chief brakes on in flation . Without it, 
con trols an d other weapon s are n ot believed likely to 
work effectively. 
That poin t is un question ably more persuasive with 
the lawmakers than the argumen t of a balan ced 
bud get. 
It is because Mr. Truman himself is n ow urgin g a 
balan ced bud get that he will be back later to seek 
an other § 6,500,000,000. When he presen ts that case, 
he’ll fin d his aud ien ce much tougher. For the tren d 
of con gression al thin kin g is that $10 billion is a big 
en ough bite to d iscourage heavy in d ivid ual an d cor­ 
porate spen d in g. A bigger on e, the feelin g is, would 
probably act too stron gly as a d amper on busin ess 
en terprise an d in itiative. 
Further tax d eman d s will be a test of the presi­ 
d en t’s fin an cial wizard ry, sin ce further hikes in per­ 
son al an d corporate levies beyon d his curren t propos­ 
als have so d im a prospect. 
Un less he can d evise 
some in gen ious n ew taxation method s, what he is 
askin g n ow is perhaps all he will get.

A TIME FOR SERVICE AND SACRIFICE 


M atthew 15:34— “If an y man will come after 
me, 
let him 
d en y himself. . . .” 


THE LENTEN SEASON is a time when man y people thin k 
of d en yin g them selves some of the thin gs th at give them the 
most pleasure. This is n ot a bad practice if it lead s to grow th 
of character, but simply to refuse can d y, cigarettes, or some 
trifle just to fulfill a custom has little efficacy. Len t should be a 
tim e when we d evelop an d d eepen our spiritual experien ce. It 
should brin g us to a n ew appreciation of the last d ays of Jesus 
an d w hat he en d ured for our red emption . 


Len t is a time of d en ial, but it should be the d en ial of those 
thin gs th at lessen our spiritual 
attain m en ts; 
a d en ial of the 
false, impure, an d un holy. 
However, it should 
be more than 
simply d en ial; it should be a time of sacrifice. Sacrifice d oes n ot 
mean simply to get rid of thin gs, or to give them up. The word 
comes from the Latin an d origin ally mean t “to make holy.’' It 
was n ot a n egative act, but a positive process in which ord in ary 
thin gs were given spiritual sign ifican ce an d n o lon ger claimed 
as on e's own . 


The best way to atta in sacrifice is through service. The her­ 
m it in the hills, who d en ies himself everythin g, even con tact 
with his fellow men , can n ot m ake a sacrifice, for he has n oth­ 
in g to sacrifice an d n o on e to serve. But we have the opportun ity 
for both: we can sacrifice some of th at which 
we have, be it 
time, talen t, or thin gs, by m akin g it holy through service to 
others. .Jesus said th at a cup of cold w ater given in His n ame 
was a .service to Him. He also said th a t it was n ot the size of 
our ¿;;fts that d eterm in es their im portan ce, but the exten t to 
which they come out of our love an d m an ifest the spirit of sac­ 
rifice.

Largest Anti-Moscow Forces 
Are Not in the Atlantic Pact

TTTASHINGTON— (NEA)—Now that General Dwig ht D. Eisenhower 
” has returned from the first inspection of his new command, the 
hard work really beg ins. 
This is the task of carry ing his recom­ 
mendations into effect. 
An ex amination of the North Atlantic Treaty org anization rev eals 
easily its streng ths and its weaknesses. 
It sounds g ood— 12 nations 
united for common defense. .But when y ou start checking the assets 
and liabilities, the soundness of the institution is open to some question. 
The United States and Canada are 3000 miles away . 
The United 
States is budg eted to spend about $4 billion on European arms aid in 
the present fiscal y ear. This is out of total arms aid appropriations of 
$6.5 billion. 
For nex t y ear, another $7 billion is budg eted for all 
foreig n military and economic assistance. 
Canada has budg eted 
$300 million for foreig n military aid this y ear. 
The combined Canadian-American contribution is roug hly 7 0 per 
cent of the $6.25 billion which the other 10 Atlantic Pact powers are 
spending for their own defense this y ear. For nex t y ear, the American 
contribution will equal the western European outlay . 


'T H IS is not true, howev er, in terms of manpower for the western 
European defense forces. 
U. S. forces by the middle of 19 51 are 
ex pected to number some 2,7 00,000 men. 
If as many &s six U. S. 
div isions are sent to Europe this y ear—there are two in Germany now 
—-the force will total something ov er 100,000 men. 
This 100,000 men would be equal to about fiv e per cent of the more 
than 2,000,000 men which the European North Atlantic Pact countries 
will hav e under arms this y ear. 
British and French are of course making the g reatest contribution. 
Both g ov ernments hav e recently stepped up their military budg ets. 
Britain will spend $3 billion on defense this y ear, $4 billion nex t y ear. 
France is budg eted at $2 billion for this y ear. 
This British-French 
outlay of $5 billion for this y ear is 8 0 per cent of the $6.25 billion 
budg eted for defense by the 10 European North Atlantic Treaty 
countries. 
In manpower, Britain is putting 1,000,000 men in uniform, France 
8 00,000. France now has fiv e full div isions, will hav e 10 by the end 
of the y ear, 20 by 19 53, say s Premier Rene Plev en. 
Armed forces of the other eig ht European countries in NATO—the 
North Atlantic Treaty Org anization—are relativ ely small because the 
countries are small. Their total military budg et is $1.25 billion, their 
total armed forces 600,000 men. 


TfTHAT this summary indicates is that, aside from the British and 
” French, the strong est forces in the anti-Moscow countries of 
Europe are not in the North Atlantic Treaty Org anization. They are in 
three categ ories. 
First are the neutrals, Sweden and Switzerland. 
Second are the particular enemies of Sov iet Russia—Spain and Yug o­ 
slav ia. 
Third are the Middle Eastern countries of Greece* Turkey 
and Iran. 
If all of them were in NATO, it would increase the anti-Communist 
military potential by ov er 2,500,000 men and military budg ets for this 
y ear totaling $1 F* 1 " 'V c n.
